As the result of a conference held 
last Monday evening between mem- 
bers of The Board of Education aud 
a committee of citizens it is believed 
that the question of the location of 
the new school will be settled in a 
manner that will be satisfactory to 
practically every mother and father in 
Narberth, 

The conference took place at the 
regular Board meeting, held in the 
school building, and was attended by 
President McCarter and Messrs. Jef- 
feries, Ridge and Mulllneaux 3d, repre- 
senting the Board of Education, and 
Messrs. Southerland, Mecke, Bodansky, 
Muschamp, Ehlers, Yost and Gam, 
representing the voters of the Borough 
who were most active in the campaign 
leading up to the defeat of the pro- 
posed school loan, at the recent elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Southerland acted as spokesman 
for The Citizens* Committee. He iirst 
stated that he believed he expressed 
the will of the majority of the vote"rs 
when he declared that it was generally 
agreed that the Borough needed addi- 
tional school facilities and that an 
overwhelming majority of the people 
were in favor of the proposed loan, 
as an abstract proposition. But, no 
added, he thought the objection to the 
loan was based on a popular opposi- 
tion to the Board's avowed plan to 
erect an additional building on a sire 
adjoining the grounds of the present 
school. However, the election being 
a thing of the past, and the proposed 
loan defeated, he wanted to assure the 
members of the Board that the citi- 
zens whom he represented felt a very 
decided responsibility on account of 
the action they had taken and the in- 
fluence they had exerted, and that he 
and the other members of the Citi- 
zens' Committee were present to offer 
their assistance and co-operation with 
the Board in the working out of any 
plan that that body might suggest 
for the solution of the school question 
He then read the following resolution 
with the list of signers: 

"At a meeting held by a number or 
representative citizens, November 9, 
1914, the following resolution wa3 
unanimously passed: 

"Whereas: At a recent election held 
in the Borough of Narberth, the peti- 
tion of the School Board for a loan of 
$fi2,5O0 was defeated, and 

"Whereas: The defeat of the loan 
carries with it a responsibility whic?h 
the opposition to the loan feel should 
be recognized, be It 

"Resolved: That we as such repre- 
sentatives express our willingness to 
co-operate with the School Board in 
any manner that will further the wel- 
fare of our school affairs consistent 
with the expressed desire of the ma- 
jority of our voters, and be it further 
"Resolved : That a committee be 
appointed to present this resolution to 
the School Board and ascertain from 
them what action they propose ta take 
in reference to the school problems 
which now confront us."

Committee Takes Action on Behalf of 
the People. 

The committee of five appointed at 
the meeting held November 23, to 
protest against the proposed rSTe in- 
crease, have prepared and filed with 
the Public Service Commission a 
formal petition asking for an investiga- 
tion and also a suspension of the new 
schedule until final hearing can be 
had. 

While the authority of the Commis- 
sion to suspend rates is doubtful, the 
attitude of former Governor Pentiy- 
packer at the preliminary hearing held 
in the City Hall last Friday indicated 
that the members of the Commission 
were a t least not satisfied that they 
had no such power. 

There seems to -be considerable 
merit in the argument that 328 of 
the Act of July 26, 1913, which pro- 
vides that "the enumeration of the 
powers of the commission as herein 
set forth, shall not exclude any 
powers which the Commission would 
otherwise have under any of the pro- 
visions of this Act," is broad enough 
in its scope, when read in connection 
with other sections of the Act, to per- 
mit the Commission to suspend rates 
pending inquiry into their reasonable- 
ness. 

The committee attended the central 
meeting of committees at the Garrick 
Theatre last week, and also presented 
oral complaint before the Commis- 
sion on Friday. The formal petition, 
filed on Monday of this week, is as 
follows: 

To the Honorable Public Service 
Commissioners of the State of Penn- 
sylvania : 

Your petitioners complain and say: 

1. That the Narberth Civic Associa- 
tion is composed of residents of the 
Borough of Narberth and vicinity, in 
the County of Montgomery, State of 
Pennsylvania, said Borough being lo- 
cated on the Main Line of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad seven miles from 
Broad Street Station, Philadelphia, 
and the said railroad is the only 
means of travel by common carrier 
to and from said city of Philadelphia. 

2. That at the time of presenting 
this petition and for many years prior 
thereto, your petitioners have enjoyed 
the benefits of commutation passenger 
rates over the line of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company from said 
Borough of Narberth to the city of 
Philadelphia at the prices set forth 
in column one of a schedule hereto 
annexed marked "Exhibit A," and 
made a part of this petition. 

3. That new schedules, to take ef- 
fect December 15th, 1914, have re- 
cently been filed in the office of said 
company at Narberth and at other 
stations along said railroad, which 
show certain changes and increase, in 
the rates of fare to be charged your 
petitioners and all other persons using 
said railroad at the station of Nar- 
berth, as appears in column two of a 
schedule hereto annexed marked "Ex- 
hibit A," and made a part of this pe- 
tition. 

4. That your petitioners believe, 
and therefore aver, that the changes 
and increase in fares as provided in 
said new f schedule is, as a whole, dis- 
criminatory, unjust and unreasonable 
as to your petitioners, and are further- 
more arbitrarily fixed and not based 
upon any insufficiency of revenue from 
suburban travel. 

5. That the withdrawal from sale 
of the 100-trip tickets is especially 
burdensome upon many of your peti- 
tioners, in that such tickets are used 
by a large number of them, and such 
withdrawal compels petitioners to pur- 
chase other kinds of tickets at great- 
ly increased cost, as is more fully set 
forth in the third and fourth col- 
umns of a schedule hereto annexed, 
marked "Exhibit A," and made a part 
of this petition. 

6. That the withdrawal of the ID- 
trip ticket from sale Is unjust and un- 
reasonable in that it increases the cost 
of that class of travel to an unreason-

7. That the discontinuance of the 
sale of round-trip tickets is unjust and 
unreasonable, in that it amounts to an 
increase in the cost of that class of 
travel to an unreasonable extent, as 
is more fully set forth In a schedule 
hereto annexed, marked "Exhibit A,*' 
and made a part of this petition. 

That the Borough of Narberth is 
a residential suburb of the city of 
Philadelphia, many of your petitioners 
having been induced to take up their 
residence there, and to purchase prop- 
erty in said Borough, in reliance upon 
the low rates of commutation fare ad- 
vertised by said Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company in its schedules, which 
said schedules had been in force for 
many years, and that said proposed 
increase of commutation*' rates and 
the withdrawal of certain tickets from 
sale will cause a depreciation in the 
value of such property, and will to 
that extent amount to a confiscation 
thereof. 

J). That your petitioners are in- 
formed and believe, and therefore 
aver, that similar increases of rates 
nave been scheduled to take effect at 
many other places on the line of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company in 
the vicinity of Philadelphia, and fur- 
ther that schedules showing similar 
changes and increases, and to take 
effect at the same time, have been 
filod by all other railroad companies 
having stations or terminals in the 
city of Philadelphia, and therefore 
that said increase complained of is the 
result of an unlawful combination or 
conspiracy to exact additional rates, 
rather than a bona fide attempt to 
procure funds necessary to the proper 
operation of said roads, and in this 
respect is a violation of the interstate 
commerce laws. 

Your petitioners therefore respect- 
fully ask: 

First—That the said Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company be called upon to 
satisfy this complaint or to answer the 
same in writing within such reason- 
able time as may be designated by 
your honorable body. 

Second— That on failure of said 
company to satisfy this complaint, a 
time and place of hearing be fixed 
and said railroad company be ordered 
to produce such books of accounts, 
etc., as may be necessary to a proper 
determination of the reasonableness 
of the rates complained of. 

Third— That the burden of showing 
that the proposed changes in rates as 
per schedule filed are just and rea- 
sonable, be placed upon said Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad company as is provid- 
ed by law. 

Fourth— That said Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company he ordered and di- 
rected to suspend the enforcement of 
the new schedule of rates pending in- 
vestigation and until final hearing. 

Fifth — That said schedule be de- 
clared unjust, unreasonable, discrimi- 
natory and confiscatory as to your pe- 
titioners, and that an order be made 
restraining said Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company from carrying it into 
effect.

The 100-ride ticket returned in 1913 
less than one cent a mile, the actual 
figures being 0.985c, or approximately 
one-half of the average expense per 
passenger per mile. "To have raised 
the price of this ticket to a basis 
which would have been remunerative 
would have resulted in placing it 
practically on a parity with the rate 
per mile charged for 1000-mile tickets 
and the 10-ride ticket, and there con- 
sequently seemed to be no reason for 
its continuance." 

Still, I see no reason why those who 
use the road only on week-day trips 
and those who go to town occasion- 
ally should be compelled to buy limited 
tickets on which they are sure to lose 
rides and money paid out, especially 
while, as I understand, the families of 
employes ride free as often as they 
please. The loss, too, comes heavily 
on traveling men (in addition to in-
